Operations 


This Division manages the department's field 
activities, coordinates grants requests and payments, recom- 
mends programme changes based on assessment of community 
needs and provides the Citizenship Branch with administra- 
tivevservrces: 


There are twooseparate field networks: 13 courts 
and five offices to deliver the services of citizenship 
registration; ,and 18 regional offices to implement citizen- 
ship development programmes. The regional offices also 
provide assistance to the Bilingualism Programme's Social 
Action Branch. 


Citizenship Reprstratronm 


Citizenship Registration administers the Canadian 
Citizenship Act and ‘comprises;itne, OLr1 Cer oimthe Reyistrary or 
Canadian Citizenship, examination and administrative divisions 
in Ottawa, and a number of courts of Canadian citizenship 
across the country. 


Citizenship Registration examines and approves 
applications for citizenship, grants citizenship certificates, 
provides Canadians with proof of citizenship, registers the 
births of Canadian children born abroad, and arranges for the 
resumption and revocation of Canadian citizenship. 


Citizenship’ Registratironvis responsible: forethe 
maintenance of records under the Citizenship Act and Natural- 
ligation Acts previously in’ force. 


Travel and Exchange 


The Travel and Exchange Programme provides grants 
to help finance projects which encourage personal interac- 
tion among Canadians from different regions of the country 
and develop a greater understanding of the geographic and cul- 
tural diversity of Canada.~” Priority is given to economically 
and culturally disadvantaged groups, geographically isolated 
communities, native peoples' groups, senior citizens and men- 
tally or physically handicapped Canadians. 


Opportunities for Youth 


The Opportunities for Youth Programme, introduced 
in 1971, invites youth to participate with government in 
serving the major needs of their communities. Young people 
are asked to work together in groups to conceive, plan and 
implement creative and useful community service projects. 
These summertime opportunities help participants support 
themselves and finance their education while providing an 
experience which promotes personal and social development. 


The Programme provides basic salaries to partici- 
pants and covers some of the operating expenses of the pro- 
jects. funded. 


Hostels 


A hostel programme introduced in 1971 gives support 
to local community initiators interested in providing accom- 
modation and information services to youth travelling across

The transfer of resources to each pro- 
vince takes place in two forms: 1) a reduction of federal tax 
in favour of the provinces, and 2) cash payments to make up 
the total provincial entitlement. The cash adjustment pay- 
ments are made by the Department of the Secretary of State 
while tax reduction payments are made by the Department of 
Finance. 


Other activities of the Branch include the evalua- 
tion and development of federal financial support. to education 
including student aid, and the making of recommendations to 
the Secretary of State regarding the level and methods of such 
Support.

Bureau is responsible for the 
translation from or into English and French of parliamentary 
reports, documents, debates, bills, .acts;.proeceedings.and 
correspondence and for the provision of simultaneous transla- 
tion into French and English in the House and Senate and for 
government departments and agencies as required. 


Its Multilingual Services Division translates 
material from or into other languages used in Canada, and 
provides interpretation sérvices in Russian, German, Spanish, 
Portuguese, Roumanian and Chinese for international visits 
and conferences arranged by various government departments 
and agencies. 


Through its! Terminology €entre,“thesBbureau -promotes 
the use of standard terminology throughout the Public Service 
and advises government departments and agencies on linguistic 
and, terminological matters. 


The Bureau also encourages universities to provide 
special courses for translators and assists graduate students 
with on=the=job"training. 


Finally, ittassists. the Department ?of* National 
Defence in the promotion of bilingualism in the Canadian 
Armed Foreces by providing teams of translators at various 
bases both in Canada and abroad.
